WASHINGTON, December 31.—-Counsel for 
the government in the telephone suit are hard 
at work preparing a bill to be filed in the 
Massachusetts suit.

REVIEW OF TRADE. 


Report of Dun & Co., on Business During 
the Year. 

New YorK, December 31.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: Rurely has 
ayear opencd with greater disheartenment 
than the year 1886. Rarely has a year closed 
with more confidence. The disheartenment 
was not wholly justified, and thereis some 
reasons to fear that confidence may be partly 
unwarranted. 
been fewer than in 1885 and the aggregate of 
liabilities has been smaller, but the average for 
the year has been scarcely lower; and for the. 
last quarter failures have: been both more nu- 
merous and larger than for the same quarter of 
1€85, the increase in amount of liabilities 
for that period being no less than 40 per cent. 
During the past month failures have been un- 
usual in amount of liabilities, without known 
disturbance or depression in important 
branches of trade to cause them. They come 
like “bolts out of the blue,” and seem to indi- 
cate an unexpected expansion of credit. When 
it is remembered that familiar causes of expan- 
sien have existed, that the currency has been 
largely increased and that wild speculation ran 
riot a month ago in the stock and pro- 
duce markets, these failures, with 
their rising volume of indebtedness, justify the 
fear that confidence has grown too fast. The 
natural inference is that some ‘firms, anxious to 
recover in a few months the losses of several 
weary years, have gone. beyond their depth. 
Huw much of unsoundness in commer- 
cial credits has thus been produced, it 
is not yet possible to judge. Dur- 
ing the past week legitimate business 
has not been large in volume. The dullness 
usual in the closing week of the year is proved 
from all quarters. But though dealers are 
busy in making up accounts, there is every- 
where a feeling of great confidence. Trade 
during the past half-year has been very large 
and generally remunerative. The prevailing 
tendency is to count upon a continued enlarge- 
ment for the next season, and it would be wise 
not to forget that it is possible to build too 
largely on the future, even in the time of real 
aud healthy improvement.

A DRUNKARD’'S CRIME. 


He Stabs His Children While -They

I employ for 
Wages and have tenants. ._Both farm hands 
and tenants are kept under fine control, and 
are supplied entirely by me. I have given my 
undivided attention to my farm for the past 
fifteen years, keeping accounts of all expendi- 
tures and receipts from all sources. I give 
special attention to the rotation of crops, and 
the consequent improvement of the lands. I 
make, with one mule or horse, from ten to fif- 
teen bales, and an abundance of all. kinds of 
cereals, excepting wheat. Prominence is given 
to the oat crep, but I sow no wheat. I find the 
‘at crep highly remunerative, both as a feed 
«rep for stock and as a meneycrop. During 
the last eight years I have = realized 
irom fifty-seven anda half cents to $1.25 per 
bushel for all surplus oats. 

inever turn out fields to pasture after rais- 
og small grain, for the reason ‘that’ I attach 
special value to the growth of weeds, to be 
ploughed andet, for enriching’ and improving 
the Jand. After long experience, I regard this 
course as indispensible to the suceessful growth 
of cotton. Fertilizers always pay upon lands 
thus treated. I have made the present year, 
being &@ poor crop year, 1,000 pounds.of cotton 
per acre on lands which eight years ago could 
not be relied on for one half of this amount,

Had the 
wound been on the inside instead of the outside 
of his thigh, it would have severed the artery 
and produced death. While Rain- 
water and McCleskey were engaged 
in their fight, M. W. Dodds attempted to stab 
McCluskey, when Skelter Bowen interfered to 
prevent him, and he turned on Bowen and stab- 
bed him in the arm and cut a hght gash, reach- 
ing from the back of the neck to his wind 
pipe. Had it been the sixteenth of an inch 
deeper it would have severed the jugular vein. 
None of the parties have been arrested. The 
grand jury at the February term of the court 
will investigate the matter.

A MIDNIGHT ALARM 


Cansed by a Dwelling Discovered in Flames. 
The Baby Bey’s Benfire. 

Macon, Ga., December 31.—[Special.}—List 
night at thirty minutes before midnight, little 
George Hervey the baby boy of Captain 
Frank A. Hervey, called to his mother, “Ma- 
ma, the boys have started my bonfire.” The 
mother opened her eyes, and with acry of 
alarm she aroused her sleeping husband with 
the exclamation, “The house is burnjpg!” 

He sprung to his feet, and found that 
an unoccupied room adjoining was 
ablaze, and the maddened flames were 
rapidly licking up the weather- 
boarding and bursting out at the reof. Rushing 
in the boys’ room he roused them, and then 
Major Wright and all the inmates were soon 
outside. The alarm spread quickly, and 
Messrs. John T. Voss, C. L. Bartlett and Dr. A. 
J. Battle and others came to the rescue, and 
began assisting Captain Hervey to saye the 
furniture. Thealarm was sounded from the 
city hall, but the fire being located away out be- 
yond Mercer univerity, the companies could 
render no assistance. 

The room that first caught fire was fail of 
hotisehold goods, packed up there for storage, 
and nothing was saved from it. From the par- 
lorand other reoms a good deal of furniture 
and clothing was saved, but much of it was 
broken and soiled by the damp ground. 

The house burned almost down and the fire 
was over by 1 o'clock, and Dr. Battle had 
kindly eonveyed the shivering lady and the 
children to his home near by. 

This morning early Mr. Voss generously 
tendered the use of a wagon and teat to re- 
move the furniture to an unoccupied house 
where the family found temporary refuge. 

lt is impossible to estimate the loss as yet, 
but Captain Hervey thinks he has lost at least 
one thousand dollars on his furniture. The 
house was owned by Dr. Baxter. It was fully 
insured, Captain Hervey carried a small 
amount_of insurance, and his mother had in- 
surance, the policy of which would have lapsed 
op January 5. 

Mrs. J. I’. Rice, mother of Mayor Price, offer- 
ed her services to the family, in a kind letter, 
and other neighbors came to the aid of the 
family in a noble manner, 

The origin of the fire will probably forever 
remain a mystery. It will be remembered that 
reference was made to the queer actions ofea 
tramp on Captain Hervey’s premises, Wedhes- 
day, in these columns. The room where the 
fire originated was the same which the tramp 
tried to enter that day. This causes it to look 
much like an incendiary act. The room had 
not had fire in it since Sunday, when Mir. Ja- 
han and his wife spent the night there. 

‘This fire adds another argument to Macon’s 
need for a better fire service. The nearest 
plug to this fire was so far away that it coald 
not be used, and the alarm was so vague that 
it was long before the department was able to 
locate the fire. 

An alarm. was sounded from East Macon 
about one o'clock, but it proved to be false.

Which Proves the Fertility of Georgia ~=>il 
—A %700 Crop of Watermelons, 
Frorn the Albany, Ga., News. 

On Mr. W. H. Newsome’s plantation, four 
miles above Albany, is a tield, still in ecultiva- 
tion, and of remarkable fertility for its age, 
that the Indians cultivated when the pioneers 
reached this section. Im 1885 Mr. Newsome 
raised a very successful crop of watermelons on 
the old field and cleared something like $7U) 
on it. Last spring it was planted in cotton 
and the weed now standing indicates that the 
crop was better than an iayerage of 
this county. This field ot about VOX 
acres (some cleared by early setters 
demonstrates the capacity of ourlands, Even 
inf old age, it hasbeen cared for and has not 
been allowed to wash away. There is ro 
necersity why our iands should become sterile 
in afew years of cultivation, as they have body 
and 2 subsoil that admits of high fertilization 
with tine results. The strength of the ferti!- 
izers does not percolate through a depth that 
renders it unavoidable. The fact is that our 
people have had so much land that, instead of 
improving land by cultivation, they would ex- 
haust it by never returning any property 
taken up by growing crops, from 
year to year, and clear up 
successively, new grounds, as they b-- 
lieved tnat the Creator could. make lands 
cheaper than they. That system has been the 
bane of this country, and it js suffering from its 
effec's today, and will eontinue to ‘suffer until 
a dense population forces upon this section an 
active reclamation of these waste places. ‘Time 
will restore the productive qualities, but t 
country is scarred and marred by the butcher 
farmers of the section. We need a system of 
intensive farming in this region that is as 
thorough as horticulture, and by the applica- 
tion of improved machinery and advanced 
methods, this land, on which nature has been 
lavish in her bounties, will blossom with an 
abundance and beauty akin to Eden’s fraitfai- 
nese.

The Ferming Interesis Around Athens Declared to be 
Languishing - People Wine Go Months Without 
Meat, and Often Without The 
Age of Monopoly and Selfiehness. 


ATHENS, Ga.,° December 31.—([Special.]— 
There is one interest which seems to languish, 
notwithstanding the booming of syudicates 
and the alleged progress in certain city centers. 
Right in the shadow of the half dozen men 
who are making money out of big schemes, the 
losses of which they intend to dump on seme 
one else later, the farmers are growing daily 
more impoverished. A writerin the Banner- 
Watchman on this subject, says: ; 

This destitution is not confined to the negroes, 
but there are living in the counties around Athens 
hundreds of white families to whom meat is a lux- 
ury, and they are thankful to get enough bread to 
eat. I am constautly called to these people's 
hemes, and see them at their tables, and therefore 
know whereof I speak. One man confessed to me 
the other day, and he owned a small farm, too, 
that his family had not tasted meat of any kiod in 
six weeks, except a rabbit that one of the children 
caught, and that had to be cooked without a parti- 
cle of grease. They had lived on dry bread and 
what little milk a poorold cow gave. The credit of 
this man, too, was g . but. hethis year got 
in debt, and was stinting himselfto pay out. But 
his case wasan excepiionally good one. There 
are other families who depend on their landiords 
for every bite that goes into their Mouths, and as 
they are already in debt, are completely rua 
aground, and know not where their pext meal is 
to come from. Their litle childr®n offen go to 
bed hungry. And many of these families, too, 
have not two dollars’ worth of furniture in their 
houses. It is incredible to conceive how people so 
destitute can live atall. Their beds are a tick 
filled with straw, and the covering a few old rags. 
And] know families in this condition who once 
owned slaves and were well-to-do. I tell yon, it is pit- 
iful. Ofcourse I donot apply tothe whole country. I 
I refer only to the poorest class of whites, who rent 
lands and depend on their landlords to ‘run them,’ 
as do negroes. The landowners, 
while most of them are indebt, are, of course, 
more independent and live very well. 1 tell yon, 
the country is getting poorer and poorer every year. 
I have noticed the situation ever since the war, 
and see a gradual downward tendency. The land 
and all the property worth having, is getting into 
the hands ofafew men, while the great masses 
are straining every nerve to either keep body and 
soul together or save what little they have left 
from the clutehes of the sheriff. The negro is nei- 
ther progressing or retrograding. Heis the same 
indolent, careless, dependent creature that eman- 
cipation found him, and is content to let each day 
take care of itself. Ido not know what will be the 
outcome of all this. The outlook isnot bright by 
any means. It looks very much to me, from the 
way that real estate is being bought up by afew 

arties, that weare threatened with arcign of 
andlordism and serfs. I hope for the best, how- 
ever. 

From this gloomy statement, which is not 
at all exaggerated, may be seen the wisdom of 
President Cleveland’s recent message, when, 
alluding’to the great anxiety of congress to 
legislate in favor of manufacturers and capital- 
ists, that on the otherside were seven-eighths 
ofthe people who had to foot the bills thus 
created.

About Fast Mails. 

The fact that Atlanta has been thrown be- 
hind the rest of the state, so far as the prompt 
delivefy of the northern mails is concerned, 
has been fully set forth in our local eolumrs., 
The New York Herald, which has a fast train 
of its own from New York to Washington, 
comes in on time, but the rest of the mail, 
tetters and newspapers, is subjected toa 
vexatious delay. 

This delay. is due toa singular schedule in 
operation on the Richmond and Danville 
railroad, By waiting two hours in Wash- 
ington the Richmond and Danville train 
couki easily bring the fast mail into Atlanta 
on its present schedule time, but the enter- 
prise of its managers has grown and fattened 
to such an extent that the train is hurried off 
two hours before the Neiy York wail train 
reaches Washington. 

We havea distinct recollection that when 
there was a question of increased rates be- 
tween the postoffice department and the 
managers of the Richmond and Danville, 
THE CONSTITUTION took the side of the rail- 
road, and the increased pay was forthcoming. 
If there is adispute between the department 
and the publicat present, we are not aware 
of it. Weonly know that the managers of 
the Richmond and Danville. by refusing to 
wait forthe New York mail train, are placing 
alarge part of the south at a tremendous 
disad vantage. 

So far as we know, there is no excuse for 
it. No difference:between the railroad and 
the postoffice department has been adver- 
tised. The failure to deliver the New York 
mail appears to be simply a lack of enter- 
prise, and this lack of enterprise seems to be 
due to an unwillingness on the part of the 
authorities of the Richmond and Danville 
railroad to accommodate the public which 
they are under obligations to serve. 

It is not Atlanta alone that is placed ata 
disadvantage, but a large part of the south, 
and it is just such willfulmess as this that 


makes federal legislation not only desirable | 


The railroads must be com- 
pelled to carry out their obligations to the 
public.

A Lie About the Confederacy. 


The Fort Worth, Tex., Gazette has the fol- 
lowing in relation to one of the many absurd sto- 
ries that are being circulated concerning the civil 
war: 

Some time ago the Albany, N. Y., Journal pub- 
lished the following: 

“General Thomas W. Conway, at a recent tem- 
perance mecting in Norwich, repeated an interest- 
ing story, told him years ago by Admiral Semmes, 
of the pirate cruiser Alabama, of the way in which 
whisky started the rebellion. According to 
Semmes, just after the election of President Lin- 
coln, a conference of southern leaders was held at 
the St. Charles hotel, in New Orleans, to decide 
upon the course they should take. At the opening 
of the diseussion of that conference the prevailing 
sentiment, and a decided majority, were against a 
declaration of war. The majority of the cooler 
heads, when sober, were against war. The discus- 
sion continued till a late hour. At 
length whisky and ice were brought up. The 
members of the conference—some of them 
sparingly at  first—imbibed. Bottle after 
bottle was produced. Asa result, those at first op- 
posed to war, under the influence of drink, were 
influenced by the others, particularty by Jefferson 
Dayis and his brother Joseph, and when the con- 
ference broke up near daylight in the morning, 
nearly the entire body of southern representatives 
were in favor of making war upon the flag and the 
government,’’ 

This was considered a famous temperance story, 
and was published with great parade by the Texas 
Prohibition Advocate of November 26. Somebody 
thought enough of the matter to send it tothe pres- 
ident of the confederacy, and under date of Decem- 
ber 13, 1886, he replied as tollows, so the Gazette 
gives it: 

‘John Penman—DearSir: Accept my thanks for 
your kind letter of the 3d inst., containing a slip 
reciting the saying of one Thos. W. Conway. I have 
read the slip carefully, and as you request, here- 
with return it. You may confidently declare Mr. 
Conway’s story to be false in every particular. The 
three persons particularly named never met to- 
gether in New Orleans or anywhere else. I was 
certainly not in New Orleans atthe time named. 
Iam guite sure my brother Joseph was not there 
on or about thatg time. Therecord ofthe light- 
house board, of which Admiral Semmes was then 
a member, willshow where he was and I believe 
establish the fact that he was then in Washington 
city, D. C. My brother and the admiral were strict 
temperance men. —

Prices for Food. 

The tables of the American Grocer show 
that the wholesale cost of staple articles of food 
were, with one or two exceptions, lower this year 
than in 1885.

The variety of food was 
never greater; wages ero good, and the buyer can 
get more for them than at any time in a generation 
past,..Sugar declined 1 cent per pound; rice, 1 to 
14 cents; tea, 2 to 3 cents; eggs, 144 cents per 
dozen; pork, $1.50 per harrel; butter has ranged 
from 2 to 4 cents higher per pound; cheese, 1'4 
centsin medium and lower grades, and canned 
goods from 10 to 20 percent higher. Flour has 
averaged $4.43 per barrel for straight winter wheat, 
being the lowest average price on record, while 
wheat has averaged 1 to2 cents per bushel above 
the two preceding years. _

The 
rumors, we regret to say, are established by unde- 
niable evidence, and prove, beyond all possibility 
of doubt or mischance, that the governor has acted 
with unfairness and insincerity toward Mr. Louy. 
—Macon News. . 
It was generally understood, in this section, that 
General Gordon was indebted, in a great measure, 
to Mr. Long for the action of Lee county in sendin. 
Gordon delegates to the gubernatorial convention. 
—Albany News. 

Governor Gordon said, after reading the para 


graphs: 

“Thére were several pmo a for the judgeship, 
and Mr. Watson was selected. Both Watson and 
Long were strongly backed. The intimation that 
I tailed to select a friend and treated badly an 
ardent Pt pa yet is upjust to me, for Watson was 
fully as ardenta friend as Long, and the votes as 
polled seem to indicate that he had a much larger 
influence. The supporters of Mr. Watson were 
largely from what is known as Choochee district, 
and from that district lreceived every vote of the 
sixty-three save one. In the whole county of 
five or six districts I received only about 
eighty-seven yotes in the mass meet- 
ing of which Mr. Watson was chair- 
man. From the district in which Mr, Long lived 
I received very few votes. That much I sayin no 
detriment io Mr. Long, who was my ardent friend, 
butto show the absurdity and groundlessnessof the 
attack. I urged the ge egy see ot Mr. Long upon 
Governor McDaniel before Governor McDaniel’s 
term expired, and Governor McDaniel intended to 
appoint him, but it was found that there was eo" 
doubt about his or ge od the question being 
whether Long had been at the bar for a 
length of time sufficient to meet with 
the legal requirement. That question blocked 
Governor McDaniel and caused him to refer the 
matter to the attorney-general. The attorney-gen- 
eral’s opinion was sentin only a day or two before 
Govertior McDaaiel’s term expired, and the ap- 
pointment was left over for me with the attorney 
general’s opinion on file. That opinion is now in 
the oflice, and leaves the question of Mr. Long's 
elligibility a matter of grave doubt.

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A HAPPY NEW YEAR. 
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A Conference Regarding the 
the Money. 
An importapt conference was held in the 


executive office yesterday afternoon, relative 
to the school of technology. Those present 
_— age oe Attorney General An- 
erson, rer eman, and Com 
General Wright. re 


The time is at hand when the governor must 
either dra w or decline to draw his warrant for 
the appropriation due the school. If there are 
funds in the treasury “not otherwise appropri- 


ated” be has no alternative, but must draw the 
warrant, 


The comptroller general has been in donbt as 
to what course he should pursue. He must 
approve the warrant in order to make it valid. 
In examining into the matter, he became con- 
vinced that it would be well for him te 
seek advice regarding his course. He therefore 
informed the governor that he would like to 
have a conference with him, the attorney gen- 
eral and the treasurer. 
To a ConsTITUTION reporter, yesterday, the 
comptroller said : 

‘My position concerning the appropriation 
for the school of tockaalony is this r hold that 
the expression, ‘funds not otherwise appropri- 
ated’ 1s synonymous with the word ‘surplus,’ 
In other words, I hold that the money for the 
school must be derived from a surplus. Now, 
according to the general appropriation act, the 
statement of the treasurer, and the calculation 
of the house finance ,comuuittee, there will not 
only be no surplus in the treasury, but there 
will be a deficit of $127,000. Under this view, 
of course,I hold that I cannot approve a 
warrant, should one be drawn.” 

; OTHER OPINIONS, 

When the matter was first prpsented to the 
attention of the attorney-general he was dis- 
posed to think that there was no doubt but 
that the comptroller should approve -the war- 
rant, Upon a further examination, however, 
he decided that the matter should be carefally 
investigated. : 

The treasurer holds that the appropriation 
for the school was made prier to the general 
appropriation act, and that it therefore takes 
precedence of appropriations made by that act. 
Stated in another way, he holds that if there is 
any money in the treasury at the time the ap- 
propriation for the schoo! is due, ‘not’ other: 
wise appropriated,” the appropriation for the 
school must be paid. Under his view, there 
will be sufficient money in the treasury to pay 
the appropriation. 

The comptroller has no other object in view 
than strict compliance with the law, and this. 
he declares, is the reason why he asked advice 
on the subject. 

The conference lasted more than an hour. 
The governor heard the arguments of the at- 
torney general, the comptroller, and the treas- 
urer, and then, at the suggestion of the at- 
torney general, placed the matter in the hands 
of the last mentioned officer for investigation. 
The attorney general thinks it probable that 
he will be able to find authorities warrantiog 
the immediate payment of the appropriation. 

Should he not find them, he will take time to 
make an exhanstive examination, and will then 
rcnder to the governor his opinion in writing. 
a

The call stated that the meeting would be- 
gin at 10 o’clock, but it was nearly 11 before 
the temporary president, Mr. W. A. Osborne, 
called the body to erder. The chairman sim- 
ply announced that the stockholders of the 
Central Bank Block association had convened 
in obedience to acall issued by the duly con- 
stituted authorities, 

Mr. James Finley, the acting secretary, then 
read the cal], which, in circular form, had been 
mailed to every member of the association. 
Mr, Finley stated that at the iast meeting there 
was not a quorum and the present gathering 
was in pursuance of the wishes ofa large 
number of the stockholdars who desired that 
certain vacancies should be filled. He suggest- 
ed that the best thing todoin the beginning 
of the meeting was to appoint a secretary. Mr. 
George B. Forbes was thereupon requested to 
act as secretary and consented to do so. 

Mr. J. Henly Smith said it was desirable 
that it should be ascertained before any busi- 
ness was begun exactly how many shares were 
represented and whether or not 
ih quorum of the shareholders 
were present in person orby proxy. He be- 
lieved the most expeditious manner of deter. 
mining this was to call the roll.. He embodied 
his suggestions in a motion, which also provided 
for the appointment by the chair of a commit- 
tee of five to examine proxies. This motion 
was adopted and the president named Messrs. 
A. Murphy, W. F. Parkhurst, W.M. Middle- 
breoks, J. Henly Smith and J. C.*Hendrix. 

Thesecretary proceeded to read the names of 
the original thirteen hundred stockholders. 
This prolix performance consumed nearly two 
hours. When it was completea and a compari- 
son of the proxies m ade the committee reported 
that something over $200,000 was represented, 
making a quorum. 

Mr. J. Henly Smith offered a resolution that 
it be the sense of the meeting that the call had 
been issued in conformity to law, and it be re- 
cognized as valid, and that the action of the 
present meeting be recognized as legal. This 
resolution was introduced at the instance of 
Goyernor McDaniel, who thought it might 
obviate certain difficulties in the course of the 
proceedings. It was agreed to without debate. 

Governor McDaniel said that it having been 
decided that a quorum of the stockholders was 
present, and that the meeting had been legally 
convoked, the next question’ was to decide 
what was to be done. The first question was 
to determine what vacancies exist and how 
they should be supplied. 

Mr. Finley, as secretary, proceeded to fur- 
nish the desired information. He read ex- 
tracts from the minutes of the last meeting 
and explained what vacancies existed and how 
they came to exist. He said that the officers 
ofthe association were a president and six 
directors. Two of the . latter were 
elected for three -years; two for two 

ears, and two for one year. 

r. J. L. Connally had resigned his position as 
president, and Mr. Osborne had been chosen to 
succeed him as president pro tempore. Mr. 
Finley then explained how it came about that 
the term of two of the directors had expired. 
His conclusion was that a president and two 
directors should be elected. In the course of 
his remarks, Mr. Finley, in referring to Mr. J. 
C. Hendrix, one of the directors, said that he 
had made objection to Mr. Boynton as a 
director. At this juncture Mr. Hendrix arose 
somewhat excitedly, and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, I desire to say that Mr 
Finley is making an incorrect statement about 
me, and I call upon you and-the other members 
to bear me out.” . 

Mr. Finley: “I am only stating facts.” 

“Well, what you stated just now about my 
opposition to Boynton is not a fact,” rejoined 
Mr. Hendrix, warmly. 

There was a flutter of excitement. 

Governor McDaniel quickly rose and made 
a point of order. He stated that the informa- 
tion asked for had been given, and that the 
matter was taking a direction which would 
bring about an unpleasant controversy. 

Mr. Finley was about to make a rejoinder 
toMr Hendrix, and it was believed thata 
difficulty was brewing. 

Governor McDaniel, in the interest of psace 
and harmony, made a few opportune pacifica- 
tory remark;, the effect of which was to allay 
all excitement. 

After some little talk between several of the 
members 1t was resolved that Mr. Finley‘be per- 
mitted to conclude his statement. This he did 
quietly and succinctly, and when his complete 
explanation was made it was seen that he had 
not sought to impugn the motives of Mr. Hen- 
drix. 

A good feeling between the two was restored 
and the business proceeded harmoniously to 
the end of the meeting. 

A resolution was adopted, that an election 
for president and two directors be gone into 
immediately. 

Governor McDaniel nominated for this posi- 
tion Mr. Charles C. Blalock, of Fayetteville, 
and he paid him a very high compliment. He 
knew him to be a most excellent man, and be- 
lieved he would make a good officer. — 

Mr. Finley seconded ,the nomination. 

On motion of Mr..J.C. Hendrix, the secretary 
was authorized to cast the vote for Mr. Bla- 


lock, 

The chairman announced that Mr. Blalock 
had been unanimously chosen as president, and 
he introduced him to the association. 

The tiew presiding officer made a few happy 
remarks upon assuming the chair. He stat 
that everything he should do while occapying 
the position of president would we done for the 
welfare of the stockholders. His little speech 

jauded. ~ 
the: rkele nominated Mr. H. A. Boynton 
for director, but that gentleman declined to be 
didate. 
: Mr. Pool nominated Mr. W. M. Middle- 
ere Eialeg laced in nomination two names, 
William Erskine and J. Henly Smith. 

Mr. Murphy nominated James L. Bell. 

The balloting then began, and it was twenty 
minutes after 3 o’clock before the resuit was 
announced. Mr. J. Henly Smith was elected 
to-serve for two years, and Mr, James L. Bell 
was elected to serve for one year. 


There being no ‘further business before the 


association, it adjourned at 3:25 o’clock.
